Jurisdiction 
Decided by 
High Tribunal

LITTLE ROCK I/PI — The Arkan- 


sas Supreme Court today limited 
criminal authority of this state on 
Mississippi River, over which Ar- 
kansas and Tennessee have joint 
jurisdiction. 


The Court said that despite this 


dual authority, Arkansas 
courts 


cannot punish persons for violating 
Arkansas laws when tho acts oc- 
cur on the Tennessee part of the 
river. 


The ruling apparently also would 


apply to lower sections of the Riv- 
er, where Arkansas and Mississip- 
pi share juridiction. 


The .opinion was handed down in 


the case of three Tennessee com- 
mercial fishermen— Murry 
L. 


Alexander, James Horton and W. C. 
Lee — who were fined in West 
Memphis Municipal Court ior vio- 
lating Arkansas fishing laws. 


They 
appealed 
to 
Crittenden 


Circuit Court where the trial judge 
first affirmed the Municipal Court 
fines of $50 each against the thr»i. 
Later the judge 
set 
aside 
the 


week-end. 


The bill, which had, been pared

cuted and more than 40,000 im- 
prisoned. . 


Defiant strikers were said 
to 


have flooded many uranium mines 
in the border zone of East Ger- 
many 
adjoining 
Czechoslovakia, 


putting them out of production for 
months. 


At the same 
time, informants 


said, the Soviet government 
has 


curtailed the power of Its civilian 
high commission in Germany 
in 


favor of the military as a result 
of the bloody revolt of workers in 
Eastern Germany. 


The sources, which have close 


connections with the Soviet High 
Command in Germany, said a di- 
vision of the dreaded MVD secur- 
ity troops was moved into 
the 


Pllscn area of Czechoslovakia last 
Friday.
